Views of Next President Bring Promise of Fight 
by Representatives From Tobacco, Hog, 
Dairy Products, Rice and Peanut Sections. 


By F. G. VOSBURG. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—(2)— 
The farm relief picture at Wash- 
ington took on a totally new aspect 
tonight with members of congress ex- 
pressing varied and conflicting reac- 
tions to President-elect Roosevelt’s 
proposal that the ‘‘domestic allotment” 
bill, passed by the house, be confined 
to wheat and cotton. 

Opinions differed as to whether the 
bill’s chances for enactment would be 
enhanced or hindered under Mr. 
Roosevelt's plan but signs of fight ap- 
peared among congressional advocates 
of the five products which would be 
eliminated—tobacco, hogs, dairy prod- 
ucts, rice and peanuts. 

The views of the next president 
were expressed by Senator Ellison 
Smith, of South Carolina, ranking 
democrat on the agriculture commit- 
tee, who was summoned to New York 
for the conference with him yester- 
day. 
Senator Smith told reporters Mr. 
Roosevelt’s “first idea was to try it 


on one product—namely wheat—the 
idea being that if it did not work it 
would involve the least elements.” 
The South Carolina senator, who 
has been nicknamed “Cotton Ed” for 
his legislative efforts in behalf of that 
product, added that he told Mr, Roose- 
velt he thought a different principle 
of aid for cotton producers should be 
incorporated in the bill. He said furth- 
er that the president-elect had assured 


him he would approve any plan On | 


which the “cotton people” might agree. 

Senator Smith said he then outlined 
to his chief a plan under which the 
government, through the regional ag- 
ricultural credit corporations, would 
lend the cotton farmer money enough 
to buy his crop on the present surplus- 
glutted market, wholly or in part, in- 
stead of planting one. 

The cotton producer’s acres for that 
one year would be planted in food- 
stuffs. The cotton obtained by the 
farmer without planting or growing

Enter- 
ing and hearing no movement in the 
house, though it was nearly time for 
the children to leave for school, she 
went up the stairs and found Mrs 
Pratt on the floor between two small 
beds and the little girl Jead upon a 
bed. On another the boy was uncon- 
scious, 

Summoned by the maid, Miss 
Martha Dunham, a graduate nurse, 
and a roomer in the home, found 
that the mother and daughter was 
dead. Administering an antidote sue 
called relatives and two physicians 
who summoned an ambulance and 
took the boy to Emory University 
hospital where he was given treat- 
ment. 

Hospital attaches said Tuesday 
night that while he had remained in 
a semi-comatose state all day, there 
was some hope for recovery. The na- 
ture of the poison was not ditermined 
immediately.

Making the rule effective depended 
upon republican support, which Sena- 
tor Watson, majority leader, predicted 
would not be given.

A two-thirds ma- 
jority is necessary. 

The proposals for changing the sen- 
ate’s historic and oft cxiticized rule of 
the unlimited debate indicated, how- 
ever, that the filibuster may have even 
more far-reaching consequences. 

One of them came from Senator 
Robinson, of Arkansas, democratic 
leader, who sought to make it possible 
to limit debate by a majority instead 
of a two-thirds vote.

Tax Passage 


In my budget message of December 
5, I laid before the congress the fi- 
nancial situation of the government 
together with proposals for the next 
fiscal year. 

It was pointed out that due to de- 
creasing revenues and despite the ef- 
forts of the congress and the adminis- 
tration, we were again faced with 
a deficit during the next fiscal year. 
I urged upon the congress the neces- 
sity for further drastic reduction in 
expenditures and increase in revenues. 

now approach the congress again 
upon this subject, knowing that the 
members are fully possessed of the 
complete necessity of a balanced bud- 
get as the foundation of economic re- 
covery and to urge that action should 
be taken during the present session to 
bring this about. 

Confidence Needed. 

The great problem before the world 
today is a restoration and maintenance 
of confidence. I need scarcely repeat 
that the maintenance of confidence in 
the financial stability of the United 
States government is the first con- 
tribution to all financial stability 
within our borders, and in fact in the 
world as a whole. Upon that confi- 
dence rests the credit of the states, 
the municipalities, all our financial in- 
stitutions and industry—it is the basis 
of recovered employment and agricul- 
ture. 

The increases in revenues enacted at 
the last session have not had the re- 
sults hoped for because of continued 
economic stagnation. The income of 
the government for the next fiscal year 
nominally estimated at $2,950,000,000 
is likely to fall short under present 
world conditions by anywhere from 
$100,000,000 to $300,000,000, 

Expenditures (and I speak in terms 
of expenditures rather than cppropria- 
tions) because of the confusion caused 
by carry-over of appropriations for 
the present fiscal year, including post- 
office deficit, but excluding debt re- 
demption, are estimated at about 
$3,771,000,000. If expenditures are 
continued during the next fiscal year 
at the present rate there would thus 
be a deficit of from $920,000,000 to 
$1,120,000,000 in the next fiscal year 
exclusive of sinking fund charges. 

Reduce Expenditures. 

Obviously the first necessity of a 
nation of decreasing income is reduc- 
tion in expenditures. My message of 
December 5, as supplemented, recom- 
mended very large specific reductions 
of appropriations and economies for 
the next fiscal year. These proposals 
(including the effect of previous ap- 
propriations and obligations) would 
reflect an expenditure next year ex- 
cluding debt redemption but including 
postoffice deficit of about $3,233,000, 
QOO, a decrease as compared to the 
current year of about $538,000,000. 

Assuming that these economies and 
reductions of appropriations will be 
adopted, on this basis of calculation 
there would still be a deficit, exclusive 
of debt redemption, of about $400,000,- 
000 to $600,000,000. Certainly with 
the general economic outlook in semper 
to income and the legislative outlook 
in respect to recommended economies 
the latter figure is the most likely of 
realization. 

The first essential is that the maxi- 
mum appropriations and economies 
set out in the budget message was 
supplemented should be adherec to. 
The second is that there should be 
no new authorizations or appropria- 
tions brought forward. The third is 
that even the appropriations recom- 
mended should be reduced at every 
point the congress is able to find an 
avenue therefor. 

Disappointing Results. 

So far as appropriation bills as 
dealt with by the house of representa- 
tives or the committees thereof, the 
results have been disappointing. Maxi- 
mum appropriations for the different 
departments which were recommended 
in the executive budget have not been 
adhered to. 

My executive orders to consolidate 
some 58 government functions into a 
few divisions with resulting economies 
appears likely of refusal by the con- 
gress with resultant continuing waste. 
I regret to say that the same forces 
are at work which thwarted the sav- 
ings of several hundred millions we 
sought to effect at the last session of 
congress. We are during the current 
year and even in the next fiscal year 
suffering from that failure.

Funds not Available. 

For some time now long-time funds 
have not been available for the pub- 
lic at reasonable rates. The retire- 
ment of the federal treasury from the 
market as a constant borrower, the 
balancing of the federal budget and 
the refunding operations necessary to 
bring the government debt into better 
balance would have a stimulating ef- 
fect, would vitalize our entire credit 
structure and produce one of the con- 
ditions essential to continued recoy- 
ery. 

It is essential that the government 
undertake at an early moment the 
refunding of outstanding high interest 
bearing Liberty bonds into bonds bear- 
ing a lower rate of interest. It is 
essentjal, too, that a portion of our 
short-term borrowing should be con- 
verted into longer-term issues. A 
balanced budget would greatly facili- 
tate such an operation. 

Every principle of sound govern- 

mental management and wise econom- 
ic policy call for the prompt balancing 
of the federal budget. ‘This all-im- 
portant objective is definitely within 
reach, and more determined effort will 
bring us to the goal we have been 
striving to reach in the face of unpar- 
alleled difficutlies. 
One of the most helpful contribu- 
tions which the congress and his ad- 
ministratton could give to the next ad- 
ministration would be to enable them 
to start with the federal budget in

I have always said that a de- 
signing woman was a contemptible 
creature and that I would have 
nothing to do with pushing my 
daughter out, but I cannot bear to 
see the child so unhappy and if you 
can suggest some means that I can 
employ to help her I will gladly 
use them.

ANSWER: 


There is a big difference between 
a designing mama and one who uses 
common intelligence in supplement- 
ing her daughter’s social deficiencies. 
The designing mama may be con- 
temptible but the one that neglects 
her duty to a socially backward 
daughter is cruel, A woman owes the 
same duty to her child in getting her 
established socially that she owes in 
getting her established physically. 
There are years in which proper food 
must be provided for a child and not 
simply set before her. The parents 
must see that she eats it in proper 
quantities and at proper intervals. 
There are years in which her clothes 
must be selected for her, years in 
which she must be helped to dress 
herself and groom herself. Then why 
is the later problem of social adjust- 
ment any less incumbent upon the 
parent of a child who is having dif- 


certain girl but are never disappoint- 
ed when they find her away from 
home, so charming is the mother and 
so vitally interested is she in the 
daughters friends. She has made it 
her business to form friendship with 
the boys, to “welcome them in her 
home and to entertain them when 
they come. They feel perfectly free and 
easy in her presence. She is an ad- 
ditional card to the daughter's boy- 
friends. 


Young people are like sheep. They 
go in droves and gather at -the 
homes where the fun is, where life 
is informal and where they are not 
afraid of the parents. A lone girl 
(unless she happens to be exceed-

in making skillful plans te draw 
the young people around her. So 
I suggest that you arrange some 
“informal parties for your daughter. 
Invite the boys and girls in to a 
meal, to some simple entertainment, 
a home dance. After. you have done 
this a time or twe they will get 
the habit of coming and you will 
discover that a girl’s good time de- 
pends largely upon her becoming 
acquainted with the young people 
of her set.

WEIMAR, Germany, Jan. 17.—() 
The aspirations of Gregor Strasser, 
former national socialist organizer, to 


a vice chancellorship, was considered 
in nazi circles today to have received 
a death blow by a simple maneuver 
of Adolf Hitler, leader of the party. 

When lieutenants from every part 
of Germany, telegraphically summoned 
to Weimar after the election in the 
state of Lippe last Sunday, gathered 
about him: Hitler pulled a list of some 
30 members of the reichstag out of his 
pocket. 

“Comrades,” he said, “according to 
information I have received, Stasser 
told Von Schleicher he could deliver 
at least 30 nazi_ members of the reich- 
stag to support the government in case 
he was Made vice chancellor. Here 
is Strasser’s list.” 

As the names were read: each per- 
son named “indignantly asserted that 
Strasser had acted without the slight- 
est authorization.

SALES TAX ADVOCATED 


FOR SOUTH CAROLINA 


4 Per Cent Levy Asked To 
Lift Burden From Real : 
Property. ° 


COLUMBIA, 8S. C., Jan. 17.—(4)— 
Claud N. Sapp, of Columbia, state 
democratic chairman. advocated a sales 
tax for South Carolina today as a 
means of lifting the “burden from 
real property.” 

Pointing out that the-property levy 
is now 12 mills, Sapp in an address 
before a luncheon club said: 

“With a 4 per cent sales tax in 
South Carolina we could raise $6.000,- 
000 while the 12-mill levy raises only 
$2,500,000. We could do away with 
the 12-mill levy on property and turn 
$3;500,000 back to the counties.” _ 

“Property cannot pay,” he said. 
“The revenue must come from some- 
where else until farms are rehabil- 
itated.” 

A proposal to reduce the salary of 
legislators from $400 to $200 a ses- 
sion was overwhelmingly voted down 
by the house. 

Members said, however, the ways 
and means committee, which has been 
instructed by resolution to hold oper-

$5,000,000 for the year, is planning 


'to provide $300 for members instead 
of the $400 authorized by law.

Therefore, the spade 9 was finessed, 
and Declarer won the first trick with 
the Queen. The hand looked fairly 
hopeless, but to tackle the hearts 
seemed the only possibility of making 
the contract. The Knave of hearts 
lead was passed around to East, who 
won’ with the Queen and laid down 
the club King. There being no point in 
holding off in this suit, South won 
this trick with the Ace and finessed 
the heart Ten. When this held, he 
shifted to a diamond, and, not wishing 
to risk the diamond situation before 
he had taken his hearts, he went up 
with the Ace in Dummy. Three hearts 
were then taken, and Declarer paused 
to consider the diamond situation. At 
this point the proper play seemed to 
be an even guess, but the hand having 

layed so remarkably so far, he final- 
y decided im favor of the backward 
finesse. of the Knave. This play 
caught both Queen and Ten together 
and allowed him to achieve the rather 
extraordinary result of making four 
notrump on a hand which should not 
even produce three. ; 

Both adversaries could have -avoid- 
ed this, but, in the main, I consider

DON’T IRRITATE THE JAPS. 

What seems to me to have been the worst blunder of the 
winter was the charge by the Michigan swimming coach that 
the reason the Japanese swimmers defeated our Swimmers in 
the recent Olympic games was because they were ‘‘doped”’ 
with oxygen before the races. 

This was so much baloney, sliced very, very thin. 
Because it is impossible to administer oxygen as one 
would a dose of castor oil. The blood will assimilate 
only so much oxygen. I got all this from a doctor 
friend who says that oxygen after the race might re- 
vive them quickly but that he doubts very much if it 
were possible to “dope” a swimmer with it.

Timing, that intangible something which marks the differ- 
ence between the artist and the duffer on the golf course, be- 
tween the real hitter and the .260 batter, between the good and 
the great in any game calling for precision, has at last been 
photographed so that it may be seen.

$90,000 IN 1933 


Contract Offered Calls 
for Salary Reduction 
of $25,000. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—(?)—The 
New York Yankees’ first offer to Babe 
Ruth for his services in 1932 called 
for a salary of $50,000, the home-run 
slugger disclosed tonight. 

This offer, a reduction of $25.000 
in the salary he received las* season, 
the Babe rejected indignantly. He 
received the contract yesterday after- 
noon, took one look at the figures, 
and promptly returned it, unsigned, 
‘0 Yankee headquarters today. 
Beyond confirming the exact terms 
of the initial offer, Ruth had no 
further comment to make on his argu- 
ment with -the world champions’ 
‘front office” at this Stage of the 
proceedings. 

He’simply reiterated his previous 
declaration that the Yankees would 
have to “raise the ante” considerably 
if they wanted his name to a con- 
tract. 

Although a ijreduction in Ruth’s 
salary had been fully expected, few 
observers anticipated a slash exactly 
equalling that which Commissioner 
Kenesaw M. Landis voluntarily ac- 
cepted. The commissioner reduced his 
stipend from $75,000 to $40,000. 

As a matter of fac*, it is probable 
that not even Ed Barrow, business 
Inanager of the Yankees, expects the 
Babe to put his “O. K.” on the first 
offer. Rather it was virtually cer- 
cain that a compromise would be ef- 
fected when Ruth and Colonel Jacob 
Ruppert, Yankees’ owner, get together 
for their annual confab. 


Most baseball men’ thought the 
Babe eventually would sign a contract 
calling for a salary of not less shan 
$60,000. 


Neither Ruth nor Ruppert indicated 
any desire to confer in the near fu- 
ture on the subject. The colonel, 
in fact, seemed somewhat indignant 
at the Babe’s summary return of the 
original contract without so much as 
a telephone call or a polite note of ac- 
knowledgment. 


It was clear, from the Ruth offer, 
that the Yankees do not intend to per- 
mit their status as world champions 
to interfere with a definite policy of 
economy. On the basis of a one-third 
reduction for the Babe, most of the 
other veterans may expect a reduction 
in 1933 salary. 


All of the Yankees, except Pitcher 
Danny MacFayden, must sign new 
contracts. MacFayden, acquired from 
the Red Sox last year, has a hold-over 
contract for this year. Twenty-nine 
documents were dispatched by busi- 
ness Manager Barrow to 13 pitchers, 
three catchers, seven infielders and six 
outfielders.

BROKERS ATTAGK 
ALLOTMENT BIL 


By FRANK M. DRAKE. 

That the domestic allotment bill 
will not work and will not be a cure 
for the numerous troubles of the farm- 
er and the financial depression was 
the opinion Tuesday night among 
prominent brokerage house heads in 
Atlanta. 

Samuel T. Hubbard Jr., of Hubbard 
Brothers, New York cotton and stock 
brokers, who is visiting Samuel C, 
Dobbs Jr., of Dobbs & Company, the 
Hubbard company’s local correspond- 
ent, joined Mr. Dobbs in declaring the 
bill “economically unsound and utterly 
impossible of administration.” 

_ Mr. Dobbs asserted that he had con- 
sidered the situation carefully and had 
formed a very definite opinion that 
the bill would do harm rather than 
good. Mr. Hubbard, a former presi- 
dent of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change and for 50 years a leadin 
broker, expressed his opinion in muc 
the same way. 

“Will Ruin Industry.” 

“The domestic allotment bill passed 
by the house and now before a com- 
mittee in the senate js assinine and I 
refuse to take it seriously,” R. A. Mc- 
Cord, resident partner of Fenner, 
Beane & Ungerleider, one of the larg- 
est brokerage houses in the country, 
told a Constitution reporter Tuesday 
night. The bill, if passed, will ruin 
industry, he declared. 

The bill, which was passed by the 
house last week, provides a minimum 
price on seven commodities, chief 
among which are cotton and wheat. 
In the case of cotton, for instance,, by 
taxing the manufactured products of 
the miller, the government proposes to 
make rebate to the grower of cotton to 
the extent that he receives a total of 
9 cents per pound middling for his 
cotton. This is done on the condition 
that he reduces his acreage 20 per 
cent, according to the bill introduced 
in the house by Representative Jones, 
of Texas. 

“Bven talk on the subject of the 
domestic allotment bill is hurting the 
cotton business, whether or not the 
bill is passed by both houses,” Mr. 
McCord said. “With such a_ possi- 
bility in the air no future contracts 
can be made by the manufacturers of° 
cotton goods. The farmers, knowing 
that the bi would have no power 
until next year, are already planning 
to «increase their acreage to a large 
extent so when the time comes to re- 
duce it; they still will have as much 
land in cotton .a@ in the past.” 

Dealers Fighting Bill. 

“Mill owners and cotton dealers are 
all fighting the bill because it will 
mean ruination for the cotton coun- 
try. I think it one of the most 
assinine things I’ve ever heard of, 
though I do not think it has a chance 
of passing both houses. Even if it 
does, I am reliably informed that 
President Hoover will veto it in this 
congress. 

Press reports Tuesday night from 
Washington said that President-elect 
Roosevelt favored trying the plan on 
cotton and wheat, eliminating hogs, 
peanuts, rice, tobacco and dairy prod- 
ucts. Mr. McCord said he felt that 
Roosevelt will veto the bill when and 
if it comes before him after his inau- 
guration. 

Richard H Bewick, resident part- 
ner of Beer and Company, another 
large cotton house, told The Constitu- 
tion reporter that his firm headquar- 
ters in New York had not yet noti- 
fied him what attitude to take to- 
ward the domestic allotment bill, but 
that he understood most cotton men 
in the south were against it. Mr. Be- 
wick asserted that many cotton mill- 
ers in the section around Atlanta had 
begun a determined fight to defeat 
the bill. 

Were it passed and put into effect, 
he said, the miller would simply pass 
the tax on to the consumer.
